Andover needs affordable hous- 
ing now more than ever. One of 
the biggest challenges for groups 
such as Andover Community 
Trust, which seeks to build 
affordable homes, is finding 
affordable lots on which to build, 
says Susan Stott, ACT president. 

But Planning Director Steve 
Colyer says a possible solution 
may be at hand. 

In fact, several eligible lots 
could be right under the noses — 
or in the backyards — of town 
officials, he says. 

Colyer says that when select- 
men voted to make affordable

housing a priority in the 1980s, 
they pledged not to give away 
any town-owned property until 
they determined it couldn’t be 
used for low- to moderate- 
income housing. Accordingly, 
Colyer and Senior Planner 
Laura DeGroot assembled a list 
of town properties scattered 
throughout the community. 

“There was a huge list of 
town-owned -property, basically 
tax-title property and little sliv- 
ers of land we’ve acquired over 
years and years,” Colyer says. 

Though that list has been col- 
lecting dust, it’s time to dig it 
back up, he says. 

“What we need to do is regen- 
erate that list of town-owned 
properties, do an analysis of the

most (eligible) ones, and see if 
we want to go that route or not. 
We need to look at each one of 
them on a parcel-by-parcel basis 
to find out whether they can be 
used in any way for affordable 
housing.” 

It’s possible that many of 
them will not meet zoning regu- 
lations, but that does not need to 
halt the effort, he adds. 

“In a lot of cases they may be 
undersized lots that don’t com- 
ply with zoning. Maybe we bet- 
ter tweak the zoning bylaw for 
that. There are other ways. We 
need to think outside the box a 
little bit,” says Colyer. 

Selectmen Chairman Brian 
Major says he does not know

It 
could be several months before the deal is closed, 
and HSG is expected to continue operating as 
usual during that time, says Heidi Wilson, Agi- 
lent spokeswoman. 

About 2,200 of Agilent’s 5,000 HSG employees 
work at the facility in Andover.

Out of flu vaccine 


Andover’s Health Department has 
postponed next week’s flu. vaccination 
make-up clinic, scheduled for Monday, 
Nov. 27, until further notice 

Due to a nation-wide shortage of vac- 
cine, the Health Department received a 
smaller supply of flu shots for the com- 
munity than usual, says Joanne Martel, 
public health nurse. 

Between 700 and 800 people showed 
up to receive the vaccine at the first flu 
clinic last week. That was fewer than the 
usual 1,000 to 1,100 people the clinic 
serves, but it was still enough to wipe out 
the town’s first shipment. The supply 
will not be replenished until next month. 

“What's happening is that (the vac 
cine) is being delivered to us in partial 
amounts, so we got our first partial 
amount and it’s gone,” says Martel. “We 
were afraid this was going to happen. We 
have to wait for the next one, (and) we 
don’t expect another shipment from the 
state until first week of December.” 

A make-up clinic is usually held for

Historical talk on first Japanese PA grad 


Emi Nakatsukasa has come to the 
United States under considerably 
more auspicious circumstances than 
the subject of her talk at the Andover 
Historical Society on Nov. 29 

loseph Niijima, First Japanese in 
Andover” tells the story of a famous 
Japanese educator who came to the 
US. at great personal risk in the nine 
teenth century. He became the first 
japanese graduate of Phillips Acade 
my and then Amherst College, and 
ultimately returned to Japan to found 
Doshisha University in Kyoto, the 
first Christian university started by a 
Japanese citizen 

Andovet the first place 
loseph Niijima learned about Chris 
tianity and the ways of the United 
States,” says Nakatsukasa. “Andover 
was his initiation.” 

Niijima, whose name 1s sometimes 
Anglicized to Neesima, left Japan in 
1865 at a time when travel abroad was 
forbidden and the penalty was execu 
tion. He came to America, says Nakat 
sukasa. “to study Christianity and the 
social structure of the United States 
in order to improve the situation In 
Japan

months after arriving in Boston, he 
moved to Andover, where he found 
socially prominent patrons who 
looked out for his interests. 

According to Nakatsukasa, Niiji- 
ma’s good looks and strong personali- 
ty. in conjunction with the care of his 
benefactors, helped him avoid the 
worst of racism in this country. 
Nonetheless, she says, when he 
entered Phillips Academy, principle 
Samuel Taylor had Niijima stay with 
a host family rather than in the 
dorms, to help keep him out of harm's 
way 

Niijima graduated from Phillips in 
1867. and he went on to Amherst Col- 
lege, where he graduated in 1870. The 
next stop in his American education 
was Andover Theological Seminary. 
He finished in 1874 and then returned 
to Japan. 

While he was gone, the Meiji 
Restoration had liberalized the coun- 
try somewhat, and he was able to 
start his Christian university the fol- 
lowing year. 

Nakatsukasa says every high- 
school student in Japan learns about 
Niijima at some point. 

“He was important to Japanese 
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education, because he wrote about 
democracy and free education,” she 
explains. “This was a new way of 
thinking in Japan.” 

After dealing with minority status 
in America, he was often met with 
hostility in his native country as well, 
as Christianity had been legalized 
only the year before his return. Set- 
ting up Doshisha University right 
across from the imperial residence in 
Kyoto did not help, says Nakatsukasa. 

“He had to overcome a lot of con- 
frontation,” she says. “Many govern- 
ment and religious leaders opposed 
him.” 

Nakatsukasa herself is here work- 
ing at the Andover Historical Society 
as a business intern learning about 
nonprofit organizations. Her research 
on Niijima has taken her to archives 
at Phillips Academy, Amherst Col- 
lege, and Boston. 

Her talk on Wednesday, Nov. 29, 
begins at 7 p.m., and admission is $2 
for members and students and $5 for 
nonmembers. Japanese tea and 
snacks will be served.

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Andover High grad launches Web site to push for revote

Andover residents who think there 
should be a revote in Florida now have 
an easy way to express their feelings, pro- 
vided by one of their own. 

Leo Blais, a 1996 Andover High School 
graduate who's now in his last semester 
at the University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst, has launched a Web site 
<www floridarevote.com> where people 
can enter their state and send a petition 
to their US senator or representative. 

Blais, a fifth-year senior double-major- 
ing in marketing and English, put up the 
Web site with his cousin, Rick Breslin, 
who is a Web designer, and a friend of his 
from UMass, Darren Green. 

“The basis of it is to let the people be 
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heard,” says Blais. “This makes writing 
to your senator or representative more 
accessible.” He said he got the idea when 
he went to the Web site of the US Con- 
gress, <wWWw.congress.gov>, and saw that 
finding a way to e-mail his elected repre. 
sentatives was not very straight-forward. 

He wanted to simplify the process for 
this particular issue. 

Of the election, he says, “I was feeling 
a little disgusted with the whole thing. | 
just want the election to be fair.” 

Blais says he registered the domain 
name <floridarevote.com> on the morn- 
ing of Thursday,.Nov. 16, and then spent 
the rest of the day researching and typing 
in the names of every senator and his or 
her e-mail. The process on the site for 
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sending the petition to representatives is 
a little more elaborate, he says, because 
they do not all have their own email 
addresses. He worked through the night 
and finished at 5:30 Friday morning, and 
he says that in the days since then, sever 
al hundred e-mail petitions have been 
sent from all around the country. 

The first paragraph of the petition 
statement reads as follows: 

“I, (name stated below), a citizen of the 
United States of America, do hereby 
believe that due to the voting impropri 
eties in Palm Beach, Fla. during the presi 
dential election, it is the right to not only 
the citizens of Palm Beach, but to the citi 
zens of America, that there be a revote in 
the county of Palm Beach.” 
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There is also the option on the site of 
printing the petition and mailing it to 
one’s senator or representative. There is 
a third option as well: one can elect to 
send a petition to the United Nations 
requesting that they send a delegation to 
monitor the election-return processing. 
Blais says he got this idea from one of his 
AHS classmates, Sean Casey, who is in 
Spain on an exchange program from 
Brown University. 

“The UN is a neutral party,” he says, 
“and it’s so hard right now to find people 
with a neutral bias.”

When | was a child we lived in 
Manila, the Philippines. My father’s 


company, Procter and Gamble, 
transferred my father there for 
three years, which turned into 
eight 

1 was 10 when we moved there, 
old enough to notice how different it 
was to celebrate Thanksgiving in a 
warm land. Other things made it 
strange to me, especially after a cou- 
ple of years when my older sister 
and brother left to go to boarding 
school in the States. So now Thanks 
giving was even stranger to this 
American kid: It was warm and the 
family wasn't together 

My family’s solution was a good 
one. We invited three or four men 


from the States who were temporar- 
ily assigned to Manila with the 
armed forces. They were away from 


their families at Thanksgiving. Of 


course they signed up to be placed 
with a family for the day. 

I loved it. They were friendly and 
appreciated being included in one 
American family’s celebration. We 
ate turkey and the fixings, we went 
swimming (so they could tell their 
families they'd been swimming on 
Thanksgiving), we went bowling 
some years and we sat around and 
talked. Since I was the only child at 
the celebration, I got a lot of atten- 
tion and that, too, was fun. 

Now as an adult, I've yearned 
each year to have my family around 
the Thanksgiving table, but also 
some guests who might not have 
family nearby and who like the idea 
of being included in a family’s time 
of giving thanks. 

This year, my husband and I will 
welcome my sister and a friend of 
hers who lives nearby but whose 
family is in another part of the 
country. We will miss our children, 
but my sister and my husband are 
family, and my sister’s friend takes 


hose away from family 


the seat of the guest. That works for 
me. 

About three Thanksgivings ago 
we had a large group around the 
Thanksgiving table: both my chil- 
dren, their significant others and 
my daughter’s soon-to-be father-in- 
law, Lee. 

We do serve turkey and did that 
year too, but my daughter is a vege- 
tarian, so I've always offered some 
choices in case a person doesn’t like 
turkey. That year we had scallops as 
we were on Martha’s Vineyard and 
they're in season (delicious!), and I 
also marinated tofu and fried it at 
the last minute.

Voting isa 
responsibility 
Editor, Townsman: 

After reading Ms. Simons’ letter in 
regards to the difficulty in interpreting 
the ballots in Palm Beach County, I feel 
that some rebuttal is in order. The sover- 
eign franchise, which a citizen has, is his 
or her sole responsibility. While a ballot 
engineered to confuse is morally wrong, 
the vote cast is the sole responsibility of 
the citizen. There is no getting around 
this. Everyone who casts a ballot is an 
adult, and with that come a degree of 
implied responsibility. 

A citizen has a duty (not a word many 
people are fond of these days) to under- 
stand the process, from the Electoral Col- 
lege to the punching of the card. It is not 
the government’s job to hold a citizen’s 
hand when he or she votes. If, as Ms. 
Simons accurately states, some people 
aren’t as intelligent as others, then they 
will simply have to work harder at it. 
That is life. If you cater to the lowest 
denominator, than pretty soon everyone 
will be the lowest denominator. Low 
expectations produce low results, and 
this holds true in every field of endeavor. 

In my opinion, citizens who don’t take 
the time to make sure that they vote prop- 
erly, or don’t make that effort to get the 
necessary assistance to properly cast a 
ballot, simply don’t care enough about 
the process, and probably think that their 
votes do not really matter. That is, until 
they realize that their vote actually did 
matter. Then they raise Cain trying to get 
their votes (which they put little initial 
effort into) counted, or worse yet, they try 
to initiate a revote (a form of double jeop- 
ardy, and patently illegal). If people 
squander their votes, they have to live 
with the consequences. Though some 
people would like it differently, a citizen’s 
decisions, including the decision to do 
something halfheartedly, have very real

Selectmen consider giving tax break to businesses 


By Rebecca Piro 


If the Board of Selectmen decides to follow 
the trend of the past few years, businesses 
could pay a smaller percentage of the town 
taxes than in recent years, and residents 


could pay a larger percentage. 

Selectmen will take four 
votes next Monday, Nov. 27 as 
they set the new tax factor and 
determine which, if any, tax 
exemptions residents and 
businesses will have in the 
upcoming fiscal year. , 

The tax factor has been 
going down since 1996, when 
it reached a high of 1.35. The 
higher the tax factor, the 
lower the residential property 
tax rate, and the higher the 
commercial tax rate, 
explained Selectmen Chair- 
man Brian Major. 

Each year, selectmen set 
the tax factor for Dec. 1 — a fac- 
tor that will automatically cal- 
culate the residential rates 
and the commercial/industri- 
al rates. Those tax rates will 
determine how the town col- 
lects the money to cover the 
budget approved back in April 
at annual Town Meeting, for 
fiscal year 2001. 


“We're now setting the tax rate to take care 
of what April’s Town Meeting declared it 


wanted to do,” said Major. 


Last year, selectmen set the tax factor at 
commercial 
industrial properties were taxed 26 percent 
higher than residential properties. Accord- 


1.26, which means that 


ingly, residential owners paid approximately 


$14.50 per $1,000 of property value, and com 
mercial and industrial owners paid approxi- 
mately $20.50 per $1,000. 

“There is a substantial difference between 


the two,” said Major. He said he would like to

see the tax factor get closer to 
1.00, where there is no signifi 
cant tax classification and 
both businesses and residents 
pay equally. 

“Over the last few years, 
we've reduced the tax factor 
each year. It’s come closer to 
parity,” Major said. “There is 
some unfairness that 
into overtaxing one entity so 
you can undertax another 
entity.” 

Major said afterwards that 
he would like to see the tax 
factor go down from the cur- 
rent 1.26. 

“Could it go down as far as 
1.20? Maybe,” he said. 

Only one business owner 
addressed the board Monday 
night at the tax rate hearing, 
and he requested that select- 
men consider the burden that 
a split tax rate places on local 
businesses.

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Commons situation focuses 
attention on apartment stock

Because its current Section 8 housing 
contract is ending, soon Andover Com- 
mons may no longer be an option for 
new renters in need of affordable apart- 
ments. 

Residents of the affordable-housing 
complex on Railroad Street were recent- 
ly informed that the units will become 
market-rate rentals by October of next 
year. 

While the change wouldn’t threaten 
the current Commons residents — they 
will receive vouchers to make up the dif- 
ference in rental rates, and will not be 
forced to move out — as those residents 
move, the change could subtract from 
the town’s number of affordable-hous- 
ing units. 

“If Andover Commons isn’t there (as 
affordable housing), that’s all... that is 
truly available for seniors. This is a big 
section of our affordable housing in 


town,” 
director 
Authority. 

Corcoran Management Co.,_ the 
owner of Andover Commons, could not 
be reached to comment on the possible 
discontinuation of its Section 8 contract 
with Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). The contract is a 20-year agree- 
ment that says the owner will keep the 
rental rates at affordable limits, and the 
federal housing agency will subsidize 
families who live there.

The housing 
appeals committee would likely grant the 
developer a permit, regardless of the town's

Andover Commons is one of many afford

With the economy as strong as It Is, Many 
owners want to get the higher market rate for 
their units. Therefore, as the contracts with 
HUD end, owners are less likely to renew

“As long as those subsidy programs are 
alive. then all of those units are still afford- 
able,” Colyer says. “Once (the contract) 
expires, then the developer could put all pre- 
viously affordable units back to market rate, 
so the entire project isn’t affordable any- 
more.” 

“That was one of the big fears that we 
always had - what happens when the subsidy 
program runs out?” he continues “(Andover 
Commons) was the first one that’s going to 
come back on the market to haunt us. Now 
what are we going to do? How are we going to 
replace the units?” 

Making up that lost stock in affordable 
housing would be difficult, because open land 
for development is both expensive and scarce, 
says Metzemaekers. It is possible that the 
Housing Authority would step forward to 
help 

“It's premature to say what (the housing 
authority's) role would be, but we hope to 
maintain the status of affordable units,” 
Metzemaekers 

Selectmen Chairman Brian Major wants to 
sit down with Corcoran Co. and see if a nego- 
tiation could not be reached to keep the 
affordable units in town 

“I would love to have some sort of discus- 
sion (with Corcoran) to see if there are incen- 
tives for a property owner to renew that con- 
tract,” Major says. “It would be to all our ben- 
efits if they would renew (the contract) and 
maintain the affordable housing.”

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150 decorated trees help put visitors in the holiday mood

ndover has its usual

Feaster Five: Andover’s road race 


By Neil Fater 

Like any good Thanksgiving event, 
each year Andover’s Feaster Five seems 
to add one more side dish to its already 
impressive spread. 

One year, the road race’s organizers 
served up the now incredibly popular 
apple pies. Another year, world-renown 
race director Dave McGillivray attracted 
a host of running celebrities, including 
Boston Marathon great Johnny Kelley,

This year, however, organizers will 
bring several new entrees to the table. 

“T want (runners) to see something dif: 
ferent each year, and this year they cer- 
tainly will,” says McGillivray. “But if 
there’s a theme to the race this year, it’s 
certainly ‘The year of the chip.’ ” 

That’s because the Feaster Five will 
use the ChampionChip timing and scor- 
ing system for the first time. 

Besides receiving bib numbers, the 
expected 7,500 runners and walkers will 
be given one computer chip each that 
they can tie to their sneakers. 

Mats placed at the beginning and end 
of the five-kilometer and five-mile race 
courses will record participants actual 
times from starting lines to finish lines. 

“T think the end result is a more tech- 
nically sound event, but that’s what it’s 
become. It’s not a little, local race any- 
more — though that’s how people view it,” 
says McGillivray. “It’s a highly sophisti- 
cated event. 

“Tt’s not just draw a chalk mark on the 
road, blow a whistle and go.” 

The starting line itself proves that. 
While in the early years, the line was 
actually drawn with chalk, this year the 
starting line was painted on North Main 
Street by Jack Leduc, the same guy who 
paints the starting line for the Boston 
Marathon. 

Although the Feaster Five has grown 
in stature during its 13 years, many 
Andover residents do still view it as a 
small-town, family event. People of all 
ages and abilities walk or run one of the 
adult races. Many come because of the 
pies, or the T-shirts or the chance to get 
together with family or neighbors. Hun- 
dreds of kids participate in the Kids K 
race. 

McGillivray and the Merrimack Val- 
ley Striders, the host racing club, count 


on hundreds of volun- 
teers to make the race a 
success. Seventy people 
stuffed registration 
envelopes with bib num- 
bers and chips for eight 
hours this Sunday. 
McGillivray says the 
chips should cut down on 
the number of volunteers 
needed at the finish line. 
In the past, hundreds of 
people have had to direct 
runners through chutes 
and then record bib num- 
bers and finish times. 
“With the chip, you 
don’t need chutes,” he 
says. “As soon as they 
cross the finish line, the 
information is collected 
(electronically). Instanta- 
neously, we have results. 
“We had to have about 
250 people manning the 


chutes in years past. 
Now, theoretically, we 
need none.” 


McGillivray also 
believes that, in time, the 
newly adopted online reg 
istration option will also 
save work. 

But technology isn't 
the only new aspect to 
this year’s race. 

McGillivray was look- 
ing Monday for a disc 
jockey to play tunes along the course and 
join the Dixieland band that has played 
for years. 

“Tt’s kind of neat to be running by and 
hear music blaring,” he says. “I constant- 
ly want to enhance the event, so it’s not 
always considered same-old, same-old 
but without (scrapping) the tradition, the

About three months ago, the 
refrigeration facility in 


Lawrence storing between 800 
to 1,000 donated turkeys for 
Lazarus House Ministries lost 
power. The breakdown was not 
discovered for several days, 
and by that time the turkeys, 
intended for distribution to peo- 
ple in need during Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas, were 
spoiled. According to Betsy Lee- 
man, director of special events 
for Lazarus House, as of Mon- 
day they have 823 newly donat- 
ed turkeys, about 320 of them 
gathered by students at the St. 
Augustine School in Andover. 
Lazarus House relies on this 


sort of generosity for its very 
survival, according to Leeman, 
and the Feaster Five is a big 
source of that generosity. 

“The donations from the 
(Merrimack Valley) Striders 
and individual pledges are 
what fund us day to day,” she 
says “We rely on people’s good- 
ness.” 

Lazarus House, a faith-based 
but privately funded organiza- 
tion in Lawrence providing 
food, shelter, health care, and 
job training to the area’s poor 
and disadvantaged, and Home 
Health VNA, a private non- 
profit home health agency serv- 
ing the Merrimack Valley and 
southern New Hampshire, are 


the two beneficiaries of the 
Feaster Five fundraising 
efforts. The funds come in two 
forms: individual runners raise 
money for the organizations 
through pledges, and the Merri- 
mack Valley Striders, who put 
the race together, divide the net 
proceeds from the entry fees 
between the two organizations. 

For Lazarus House, last year 
that totaled about $17,000 in 
pledges and $12,000 in race pro- 
ceeds, and that amount is 
expected to almost double this 
year. “We are very fortunate to 
be named as a_ beneficiary,” 
says Leeman. She says:as much 
as 9% cents on the dollar goes 
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It takes all species — For many, including the Bunlevy 
family (of Andover, not the North Pole), the Feaster Five 
marks the beginning of the holiday season. Lazarus 
House and Home Health VNA hope the holiday spirit 
encourages people to enroll in their pledge program.

Kids race on track for new start 


In part to allow parents to 
watch — and cheer - their kids 
for the entire race, organizers 
have moved the kids Feaster 
race to a new location. 

It will be held at the Shaw- 
sheen track, near Balmoral 
Street. rather than on the adult 
course. Kids of all ages will be 
stepping off at 8 a.m. Kids ages 
8 and younger will run once 
around the quarter-mile track 
while those over 8 will run two 
laps. 

“This is a safer venue. We 
have our own start and finish,” 
said organizer Bill Pennington 
of Andover. “And, we're only 
about 200 yards from the start- 
ing line for the actual race, so 
we think this will work out 
fine.” 

Pennington said about 500 
kids have already registered to 
take part in the race and he 
expects the number of child 
runners to swell to about 700 
on Thanksgiving, race day. 
Kids will run around the track 
in groups of 150, he said. 

“Good weather always 
brings out kids. The forecast is 
cold, so we'll see how many 
show up. But, there are always 
a lot of kids interested in run 
ning,” he said. 
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Ready to move — This year’s line of No. 1 young run- 
ners will circle the track at lower Shawsheen field. 


Youngsters are encouraged 
to sign up in advance for the 
race. Registration continues 
today, Wednesday, Nov. 22 
until 6 p.m. at the Rolling 
Green, Lowell Street (Route 
133), Registration will also take 
place on race day starting at 7 
am. at Woodworth Motors. 

Pennington said if the 
weather is as cold as is predict:

Online or in line: 
shopping in stores versus 
shopping via the Internet

Mr. Dalleva says that he favors 
shopping at the mall because he 
likes being able to immediately 
end a shopping session with gifts 
in hand, and he likes to view 
items in person before making a 
purchase. 

“I just really haven’t had the 
time (for online shopping), with 
the shipping and_ everything. 
Also, I like to see what I'm get- 
ting,” says Mr. Dalleva. 

Beth Lynehan, a Woburn resi- 
dent, has a different reason for 
not shopping online. 

“IT don’t have any credit cards, 
so I can’t use the Internet to 
shop,” says Ms. Lynehan. 

Ms. Lynehan says she doesn’t

mind shopping at the mall during 
the holiday season. In fact, she 
says she isn’t bothered by lines, 
crowds or ill-mannered shoppers.

A phobia of large crowds ‘is 
why Karen's husband shops for at 
least half of his holiday gifts 
online.

Although a large percentage of 
the people interviewed for this 
article say they will not use the 
Internet for holiday shoppi g, 
there are some who do plan on 
shopping online. Mike Carriere, a 
10-year-old from Billerica, says 
that he plans to do approximately 
half of his holiday shopping 
online. He says his reasons for 
shopping online are the quick 
deliveries and the time that some- 
one with a hectic work schedule 
can save themselves. 

Mr. Carriere is skeptical about 
not being able to see the items in 
person that he will be buying 
online, but, he notes that “if you 
do some research, you'll be OK.” 

Nineteen-year-old Lucas Smith 
from North Andover enjoys shop 
ping at the Rockingham Mall, 
despite the fact that he classifies 
himself as a “big online shopper.”

"These newbies will be

Web - like not having to deal 
with crowds, traffic and long 
lines," adds Mr. Ramsey.

there's a lot of pressure not to 
be the last person in America to 
purchase over the Web!" 

In addition, eMarketer 
reports that experienced buyers 
will come back to the Web in 
droves, and most will increase 
their spending. Despite the hic- 
cups in service and delivery 
problems reported last year, 78 
percent of holiday shoppers in 
1999 were generally satisfied 
with their online buying experi- 


ences. But, even those who 
experienced horror stories 
and vowed never again to 


return to the offending site 
did not give up on the Web alto- 
gether. 

According to Mr. Ramsey, 
comparing $12.5 billion in 
online sales with anticipated 
total retail sales of $858 billion 
for the quarter yields a paltry 
share of 1.5 percent.

It’s early morning, and Feaster Five 
runners are assembling in the frosty air 
on Main Street, minutes before the race. 
Jumping up and down to warm them- 
selves, beating their hands together to 
keep feeling in their fingers, they wait 
for the signal — and they’re off, half the 
pack going one way... and half going the 
other.

Well, this is a Feaster Five training 
run, an event that’s just as much a tradi- 
tion as the five-mile marathon itself. 
Though it attracts far fewer people than 
the real Feaster Five's starting line, at 
least 15 to 20 people will gather on any 
given Saturday outside the Athlete’s 
Corner, to train for the race, or simply 
get some morning exercise. 

Athlete’s Corner manager Jack Nor- 
ton opens the Main Street store every 
Saturday morning by 8 a.m. for runners 
who want to warm up. 

“(This tradition) started six years 
ago,” Norton says. “People said, ‘Gee, 
wouldn't it be a good idea to get (run- 
ners) out here, so they can learn the 
(Feaster Five) course.’ Then the Satur- 
day after Thanksgiving, people still kept 
coming.” 

The Feaster Five actually has two 
routes: a five-kilometer route that starts 
on Main Street and loops back by Elm 
and High streets to end in the Brickstone 
Square parking lot, and a five-mile 
course that extends up to Morton Street 
before winding back through side 
streets, also ending off York Street, in 
the Brickstone Square lot. 

Runners that show up at the Athlete’s 
Corner do both routes, and sometimes 
run their own, Norton says. And these 
runners are dedicated. 

“They'll show up in any kind of 
weather,” he says. 

Eight o'clock isn’t early enough for 
everybody. Long before the majority of 
the runners gather at Athlete’s Corner 
for the morning run, at least three or 
four other runners are already warming 
down from the six or seven miles they 
just finished. 
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“This morning was late,” 
says runner Jim Kapelson of 
Lovejoy Road. He is standing 
outside Athlete’s Corner with 
three friends, all of whom 
have just come down Elm 
Street, finishing their morn- 
ing run. 

“We got up at 7. Normally, 
we get up at 6,” he adds 

These four are not running 
in the Feaster Five, but they 
are contributing in other 
ways. After the morning run, 
all four men will help stuff 
packets for Feaster Five par 
ticipants. 

“| think (we run) for fun, 
for health. To stave off old 
age,” laughs Kapelson. 

Charlie Farrington, a 
Methuen resident, ran the 
Feaster Five last year. While 
he won't be running in the 
race this Thanksgiving, he 
will be working on the side- 
lines. Yet he still shows up for 
the Saturday morning train- 
ings. 

“It’s an event. It’s more of a 
social thing,” he says. 

Most of the Saturday morning run 
ners belong to the Merrimack Valley 
Striders, a formal running club. But the 
training sessions are for anyone who 
enjoys running, says Farrington. 

“(The participants) are at all different 
levels,” he says. “There are people that 
run a five-minute-mile pace, and people 
that run a 12-minute pace. But they have 
one thing in common - they all like to 
run.”

get of $1.8 million a year, says Leeman, and the 
dire need for funds is constant. According to 
Leeman, it costs $4,600 a day just to operate a 
shelter. $625 a week to provide medical trans- 
portation for occupants of the AIDS residences; 
and $1,000 to fund one three-month job-training 
course for six adults. Lazarus House also 
employs a very small paid staff. 

Leeman herself usually runs in the Feaster 
Five. as do a few others on the staff, but unlike 
many other runners, the race isn't the most 
important thing outside their own families on 
that day. “The big thing for us on Thanksgiving 
Day is to feed the people in the community who 
need it,” she says. 

The mission of Home Health Visiting Nurse 
Association is to deliver home health care to 
area residents who often can’t afford to pay for 
it. The group’s pedigree dates back to 1895, when 
it was formed to provide health care to mill- 
working families. The Feaster Five is a major 
fall fundraiser for the VNA, according to Karen 
Walsh, a registered nurse and liaison manager 
with the organization. She says there are fre 
quent shortfalls in its budget, especially because 
of recent decreases in reimbursement from 
insurers caused by changes in Medicare. “This 
fundraising event enables us to continue our 
mission when we might not otherwise be able 
to,” she says. 

That mission includes delivering skilled 
nursing services, rehabilitation services, mater- 
nal and child health care, mental-health ser- 
vices. and home-care aides throughout the 
region. The group’s largest budget shortfalls 
occur because of what community services

manager Ann Hebert calls “free care,” or ser- 
vices provided to people who have no money to 
pay for them.

Philips buys Agilent’s HSG for $1.7 billion 


“It's very positive. It's attaching 
our business to another world-class 
medical device company,” says Steve 
Rusckowski, senior vice president and 
general manager of Agilent's HSG, of 
the deal. “We'll continue to do what 
we do today, but within Philips.” 

Rusckowski, of Andover, will 
become the CEO of the new business 
division. 

He says the reaction from employ- 
ees was highly positive. Part of the 
reason for that is that the purchase of 
HSG by Philips, a Netherlands-based 
company, puts an end to Agilent’s 
plan to consolidate its manufacturing 
operations into a few locations. This 
move was set to move about 200 manu- 
facturing jobs from HSG's Andover 
facility to a facility in Singapore.

The other state record, one 
Andover was chasing ardently, was 
achieved as Mancuso, senior Capt. 
Beth Couture, junior Holly Boucher 
and anchor Sally Brown won the 200 
free relay in 1:38.26. 

That eclipsed the existing mark of 
1:38.62 set two years ago by Chelms- 
ford, and it gives Andover the state 
record in all three relays. 

Sally Brown had the fastest 50- 
yard split of 23.87, Boucher swam 
24.03, Mancuso 24.53 and Couture 
25.93. 

“Mancuso swam the first leg and 
got us off to a great start,” said 
Fitzgerald, and Couture doing 25.93 
was the key to setting the record.”

Junior Sally Brown repeated as 
state champ in her two specialties, 
the 200- and 500-yard freestyles. 

Her 1:52.92 clocking in the 200 was 
a shade off her 1:52.43 time of last fall. 
She has another year to chase the 
state record of 1:50.95 established by 
Caitlin Klick of Chelmsford in 1998. 

Sally did not break the coveted 
five-minute mark in the 500, her 
5:04.59 slightly above her winning 
5:04.16 effort last November. 

The state record remains 5:01.59 
by Lindsay Wolf of Acton-Boxboro. 
Sally beat that time at the North Sec- 
tionals two weeks ago, but it is not an 
official state record because it was 
not achieved in the All-State Meet.

Mancuso and Boucher waged a 
friendly but fierce battle in the 530 
free, Mancuso touching first in 24.32 
seconds while defending state champ 
Boucher was a half-second behind in 
24.63. 

“When the same team takes 1-2 in 
any event it’s worth 29 points and it 
knocks the wind out of every oppo- 
nent’s sails,” said Fitzgerald. 

Mancuso and Boucher also swam 
the first and third legs on the first- 
place 400 free relay, with Mancuso 
clocked in 54.18 and Boucher in 53.46.
